He had l>ecn sick but a 
few days, but his illhealth and old age 
assisted the disease to take him to* hi* 
grave 


John Sherman was one of the best 
known public men in the U nited States, 
and his death removes from the public 
stage the last of those tow ering figures 
whose public lives beginning w ith the 
civil war and covering a period of the 
last 49 years were interw oven w ith the 
great events of that epwch. 
As bis il­ 
lustrious brother, W illiam Tecumseh. 
■hared w ith Grant and Sheridan the 


In 18*1 ll* reentered the esau Ie. serving 
Continuously until tea?, 
when he re­ 
signed lo enter the cabinet of President 
M cKinley as secretary of state. 
His 
resignation from that body occurred 
soon after the declaration of war with 
Spain, and he returned to private life 
after 4~ years of alm ost continuous pub­ 
lic service. Since then he has done some

stood in civic life along with Seward. 
Stunner, Evarts, Blaine and that coterie 
of intellectual giants of war and recon­ 
struction days. 
A lw ays a leader tw ice a member of 
the cabinet, first as head of the treasury 
and then of state affairs, three tim es a 
candidate for the Republican nom ina­ 
tion for presidency, and for years one 
of the great creative forces in congress. 
His name w as identified with the law's, 
the law m aking and the political strug­ 
gles which engaged attention for alm ost 
half a century. 
Few men had more 
continuous public service in such a di­ 
versity of fields, and in all of them his 
work was conspicuous. 
John Sherman was born in Lancaster, 
Ohio, May IO, 1828, three years after 
the birth of his brother W illiam Tecum* 
esh. 
They came of sturdy ancestors, 
tracing their liueagc back to Roger 
Sherm an, one of the signers of the De- 
laration of Indei»endence. who came 
over shortly after the Pilgrim s. 
The 
father was a law yer of promince in 
Ohio who rose in later life to bo judge 
of the supreme court, 
W hen he died in 
1829 the large fam ily of to y s w'as left 
w ith scant support and w’ere adopted by 
friends relatives. 
W illiam w’ent w ith 
Thomas Ewing, who shaped his career 
as a soldier w'hile John w ent w ith his 
older brother, Charles, to Mansfield, and 
took up the study of law. w hich in turn 
took him into the of politics and public 
life. 
His first public service w'as in 1848 
when he was a delegate to the W hig 
convention at Philadelphia which nom i­ 
nated Zachary Taylor for the presiden­ 
cy 
Again in 18® he was a d. legate to 
Baltimore when Winfield Scott 
was 
nominated for the presidency. 
He was elected to the Thirty fourth 
Congress and took his scat Dec. 8. 1855. 
He rem ained a congressm an until Sal­ 
mon P. Chase resigned his seat a t sena­ 
tor from Ohio and In* was elected to his 
place, entering the senate for the first 
time on March 4, 1881. H is congression­ 
al fam e had preceded him and he af 
once took the sam e rank in the upper 
branch as lie had done in the tower. 
His service w'as continuous until 1878 
W hen Haynes became president, Sher­ 
man entered the treasury and held thai i 
uosition throughout the Hayes adm inis-'

The -hooting w a- followed by a num ­ 
ber of scattered shots in different parts 
of that quarter of the city, which is pop­ 
ulated largely by Mexicans, which were 
construed as prearranged signals by the 
rioters for reinforcements. 
Dr. Blunt, according to arrangem ents 
made. had notified Captain Charles G. 
Ayes, in command at Fort McIntosh, 
that the United States troops
